Fine Golf Match

Last Friday the Northfield 
hotel golf course was the scene 
of a most interesting golf match. 
Charles Round, crack amateur 
of Providence, R. I. and Al Ray- 
mond, pro of the home course, 
played Norman Vickery, profes- 
sional at the Keene Country 
club and Rock Wheeler, Brattle- 
boro pro, and were victorious 
by the score of 4 and 3. In spite 
of the blistering heat, quite a 
sizeable gallery followed the 
players. 

Charlie Round produced a 
dazzling display of golf on the 
first flve holes of the match 
which gave his side a command- 
ing lead, and thereafter Ray- 
mond and Round were never 
headed during the remainder of 
the match. Two new tees were 
used for this occasion Which 
makes the course about four 
shots more difficult in efghteen 
holes than formerly. The new 
tec on the first hole in¢reases the 
yardage from 410 to 465 yards, 
thus making a par five hote in- 
stead of a par four. The tee on 
the fifth hole has been set back 
in the woods about &% yards, 
lengthening the hole from 375 to 
about 460 yards. Thies hole is 
also now a par five. However, 
lengthening holes hold no éer- 
rors for Charlie Round as he is 
a truly prodigious hitter. He 
started his first’ round with a 
birdie four on the first, a birdie 
three on the second, a r four 
on the difftt-ut third nole, an 
eagle two on the 260-yard fourth 
residt of driving the green, and 
a hirdié four on the fifth.
